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Letters from the Jail! 





Satem Jair, Monday, April 3, 1843. 

Br. N. P. Rogers: I was committed to this 
place by order of a man called Judge Warren, | 
before whom as the Representative of the Com- 
monwealth, I was called to answer to & change 
of disturbing a meeting met for the worship of 
God, in Rockport, January 22, 1843. My an- 
swer to the charge was, “I am innocent in the 
sight of God, holy angels and good men.” If} 
the man had believed the truth, that would have | 
been the end of the matter. But a certain 
High Priest with an orator named Asahel, was 
there,(see Acts 24: 1) who assisted the persecu- 
ting priest and Jewish accusers to get me con- 
demned. When they had gone through with | 
their forms cf swearing and accusing, before| 
the process of damning came on, the man called | 
the Judge told me I could be heard. I called 
some witnesses who for the truth’s sake were 
willing to bear witness, who testified to the facts 
in the case as far as they knew them, and of 
the state of feeling of the accusers towards me. 
Mrs. Mary Phelps testified that (Rev.) Wake- 
field Gale, the head accuser, said in her hearing, 
*¢ we must have law if it is Club Law.” Miss 
Betsey Stevens and Alfred Godey both testified 
that they saw a man kick me when the mad 
professors were dragging me out. I then rose 
to give the audience the truth, by stating, for Je- 
sus’ sake, the facts in the case, my reasons for 
going into the house of God, and what! said 
and did there, and the manner of it. But the 
man in the high seat, called the Judge, interrup- 
ted me in my narrative, and so he was proved 
to be partial, not allowing me the privilege that

The persons called the Jury then stood up and 
received a charge and instructions from 
to my God in prayer. After about an hour they 
ty against me. The Judge then asked me what 
I had to say. I rose and said, “I don’t feel 
guilty. I hope God will forgive my brethren. I 
forgive them. God will do right.’ The dark- 
ened and unbelieving Judge then by his clerk 
commanded me to rise and hearken to the sen- 
tence of the Court. Knowing myself innocent 
in the sight of heaven, 1 could not in conscience 
vise nor accept any condemnation. The clerk 
read a sentence as follows: “ Sylvanus Brown, 
the court orders you to pay a fine of $30 and 
costs of this prosecution, and to stand commit 
ted till paid.” The court then adjourned, it be- 
ing Saturday noon. The High Sheriff, Br, 
Sprague, then came tome. Icontinued Sitting, 
my friends about me awaiting the disposal ef 
my body. In a few minutes the bill was made 
out by the Prosecuting officer and the church 
had made an expense of $135 77 in getting me 
condemned, which with the fine made the bill 
$165 77. I told the officer that I did not owe it. 
He told me that if I did not pay it he should re. 
quest me to take a walk with him. I asked him 
if it was just why he could not proceed and take 
it by levying on the property I have in charge 
as the Lord’s steward. He szid hecould not. I 
told him I would not resist him. He then re- 
quested me to walk with him and led the way to 
this massy, but rather inelegant, stone building, 
and into this cell. I followed with my friends, 
male and female, wife and son. Here he left 
me, the guest of the commonwealth, till libera- 
ted by death or the Providence of God acting by 
some of its instrumentalities. 

Now Br. Rogers, I will give you and your 
readers a brief account of the cause of this wiek- 
ed prosecution and its results.

open air and in such houses, public and private, 
as have been opened. I had the lease of a 
meeting-house near the one where he performs 
prayers and reads sermons.

meeting-house hanging lamps, bench seats, pul- 
pit, several windows, &c., allof which I paid 
for with my Master’s money, and the use of the 
house and contents were sacred to God and free 
meetings ; and glorious meetings we had there. 
This as ] have said had been violated and all 
its contents have lain out doors, exposed to the 
weather and to destruction since last September. 
I left the perpetrators of those unrighteous|

But as I had no fellowship with the spirit 
of violence nor any reverence for any God but 
the Lord, I could not in conscience take off my 
cap, but remained peaceably with my head cov- 
ered.

I made no re- 
sistance but passively. resigned my body to their 
fury. They seized me just before the pulpit 
stairs and began shoving and carrying, and find- 
ing that I would not waik, but that to accom- 
plish their job they must carry or drag, some 
one of them kicked me furiously on the hip3 or 
4 times laming me for some time. My coat was 
torn, my arms pinched black and blue in four 
places and I was very sore and unable to lie on 
my left side or walk with comfort for some time. 
They took my body out with great speed and 
fury. I uttered no sound till I was kicked, and 
then I almost involuntarily said “ murder,’’ and 
they said uttered groans of distress. When they 
seized and dragged me along they greatly dis- 
turbed the otherwise peaceful congregation.— 
Had they allowed me unmolested to have sat 
quietly down in the vacant chair,there had been 
no trouble or distubance. They disturbed their 
own meeting by their ungodly violence and 
were the cause of the tumult, and I the inno- 
cent occasion. Butas Potiphar's wife did to 
Joseph, to cover her own sin, accusing the inno. 
cent occasion of it,so have they done to me, 
swearing against me as the disturber, when I 
went very softly so as not to disturb them, But 
as Joseph was, so am I now, in prison—but God 
is with me and my trustisin Him. Had they 
loved or even been indifferent towards me, all 
had been peaceful, But God be praised “all 
things work together for good to those who love 
Him.” 

Below I send you the results of some action 
which the people have taken on the case and 
hope you will publish the whole of this letter, 
and all the resolutions, &c., in the Herald.

Whether I spake truth or falsehood you| 
do not pretend to say ; so that my crime (if in-| 
deed it is a crime) consists in speaking contrary | 
to your wishes. You do not stop to ask wheth- 
er I was conscientious in what I said, or not;} 
but assume the ground that a violation ef your} 
tyrannical command is a violation of the laws 
of God and man; selling yourselves up in the| 
place of Ged, and proclaiming that you are God, | 
while you appeal to the civil power for protec- 
tion, showing at once that you are at war with| 
God and the principles of His moral govern- 
ment. The law of christianity knows no force; | 


itis a law of love and forgiveness; it returns 
love for hatred, good for evil. It is error and| 
priestcraft only that needs the civil power for| 
its protection; they cannot long be maintained 
without it. Truth has ever been its own de-| 
fender; and its advocates in every age of the| 
world have been the prey of a confederated 
church and clergy ; and will continue to be so| 
long as they are permitted to exist. 

Brethren and sisters, this is your position.— 
You are endeavoring to support a Calvinist 
Baptist creed, and that is the reason why you 
are so easily “ disturbed,” when a little truth is 
spoken. If you were simply seekers after truth, 
and not the defenders of John Calvin’s creed, 
(which has nothing to do with christianity) you 
would not send a man to prison for speaking in 
your assemblies. You cannot be Christians and 
occupy your present position. You can only be 
“Calvinist Baptists,” and yeur converts will be 
of the same character; “ten-fold more the 
children of hell than before.’ Sustaining your 
present position,the pure and peaceable doctrines 
of Christ can have no place in your hearts.— 
Their hallowed influence will sweep away all 
the selfish gibberish by which you are now de- 
ceiving mankind. You may imprison me, but 
you cannot confine the truth ; that will triumph 
in spite of the combined powers of earth and 
hell. 

Brethren, let me exhort you to embrace the 
truth as you would avert your own overthrow, 
and escape the judgments of God, whom you 
have so long insulted by your blasphemous 
prayers, and indifference to the cries of His 
children perishing in ignorance and chains.— 
Break away from all those associations whereby 
you are giving countenance to a system which 
makes merchandise of men, and for which the 
judgments of an indignant God are visiting this

Some lwo years since,and inthe full tide of a suc: 
cessful practice, he left his profession and devo 
ted himself exclusively, constantly, and almost 
by mght and by day—to pushing forward the 
Anti-slavery Catse, insisting upon a strict adher- 
ency to Old Organization.
